HOOVER REJECTS 
APPEAL TO REVIVE 


WAR-TIME COUNCIL 


Advisory Group Urged by 
Business Leaders To 
Bring About Recovery 
From Present Crisis. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—Presi- 
dent Hoover tonight announced un- 
equivocally that he wo ld not sanction 
revival of the war-time Council of 
National.Defense and advisory com- 
mission, urged by a group of 86 lead- 
ing American citizens in an’ effort 
to restore economic stability, and add- 
ed ‘that “but few of these gentlemen 
are familiar with the law bearing on 
this subject.” 

The president’s reply was made in 
a brief letter to General Albert L. 
Cox. of Raleigh, N. C., chairman f 
the defense committee of the Ameri- 
can Legion, who transmitted the ap- 
peal earlier in the day to the White 
House. 

Mr. Hoover, who evidently prepared 
his reply hastily after General Cox's 
depatture, said he believed~ “that - if 
the signatories were fully infornied” 
as to the advisory bodies already in 
existence they would not suggest a 
recreation of the old council. 

Declaring that the country now 
faces “a national emergency of the 
| first magnitude,” whieh “needs emer- 
gency treatment,” for the marshaling 
of our full forces, both material and 
spiritual, the request was signed by

CHICAGO, June 10.—(#)—With 
both wet and dry leaders dinning 
counter advice as to a _ prohibition 
plank in their ears and only the 
question of delegate contests to be 
decided, the slowly assemblying mem-

It was only gossip. The most au- 
thoritative word = -Washington 
pictured Mr. Hoover as ready, if 
necessary, to declare his personal de- 
sire that Vice President Curtis be re- 
named to run with him this year. 

There was nothing about the anti- 
Curtis gossip in hotel corridors and 
lobbies in Chicago today to indicate 
that it would be necessary for Mr. 
Hoover to go even that far. 


Despite the inevitable rumors, some 
started innocently with a view to stir- 
ring up the preconvention hotel de- 
bate and others carrying some degree 
of authority, the administration forces 
undoubtedly were in control. 

To Please Drys. 

Senator L. J. Dickinson, of lowa, 
convention keynoter, said if a resub- 
mission prohibition plank were adopt- 
ed, it would be wise to “renominate 
Vice President Curtis because of his 
strong dry following.” 

The gossip today over the vice pres- 
idential nomination embraced the 
names of Calvin Coolidge, Governor 
General Theodore Roosevelt, of the 
Philippines; Charles G. Dawes, <for- 
mer Governor Alvan T. Fuller, of 
Massachusetts, and Senator McNary, 
of Oregon. 

Administration leaders, however, 
were confident the renomination of 
Curtis would go through without a 
hitch. 

_As eonferences continued over pro- 
hibition, Dr. F. Seott MeBride, gen- 
eral superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, told a “loyalty convention” of 
drys in a church near the convention 
stadium that a repeal plank in the 
republican platform would be “a co- 
lossal political blunder.” 

Earlier in'the day Henry H. Cur- 
ran, president of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment, 
Issued a statement saying a majority 
of the delegates would not go back 
home “until they have in their pock- 
ets the republican party’s declaration 
for repeal.” 

McBride Warns. 

McBride said a repeal plank “would 
be an attempt to impose their will 
on the drys in the republican party 
and would be disastrous to party bar- 
mony. 

“dt would be an effort to capture 
the party machinery for the purpose 
of suppressing dry votes within the 
party,” he said, adding: 

“Constitutional prohibition always 
has been and is now a non-partigan 
issue relative to which neither pdé#ty 
can wisely take a partisan stand... . 

“Bread, not beer, work, not whis- 
ky, economy, and not wasteful liquor 
extravagance, will bring back better 
times.”’ 

Curran arrived early in the day 
and established headquarters in the 
Blackstone hotel. is statement, is- 
sued shortly afterward, said in part:

COOLIDGE ON WAR DEBTS. 
The calm and logical discussion 
hy former President Coolidge on the 
proposed war debt settlement will 
strengthen the general opposition in 
the United States to a general can- 
cellation of these debts. 

As Mr. Coolidge writes, the 
Iinited States government had to 
borrow the billions it loaned to the 
allies and if we do collect it 
from the nations to which it went 
it must come out of the pockets of 
the taxpayers of the United States. 

The position of France, chief ad- 
vocate of debt cancellation, would 
be more justifiable if the debts still 
outstanding were, in the. strict 
meaning of the word, war debts. 
Such is not the case, because of 
the original bill of $11,565,000,000 
the United States has marked off 
almost £6,000,000,000. 

The larger part of the remaining 
$5.888.000,000 was lent to Europe 
after the war for food, supplies and 
reconstruction projects. It cannot 
be justly argued that a debt for 
such purposes should be forgiven 
merely because this country partici- 
pated in-the war. 

The people of the United States 
are opposed to debt cancellations. 
The comparatively small group ad- 
vocating the step is largely com- 
posed of manufacturing Interests 
which feel that such leniency on the 
part of the United States would im- 
prove world trade conditions and 
that the debtor nations would show 
their appreciation by trading with 
this country. 

It is hardly probable that nations 
which are willing to demand can- 
cellations of debts for food and re- 
construction could be depended 
upon to let their dollars thus ex- 
press their appreciation. It is more 
probable that with their buying 
power increased by the cancellations 
they would continue to purchase 
supplies and manufactured articles 
produced by the cheap labor of 
other countries. 

The United States in forgiving 
half of the debts and in arranging 
for the payment of the other half 
over a period of 62 years has been 
more than generous and there is no 
reason why it should saddle upon its 
taxpavers the burden of an addi- 
tional quarter of a billion dollars a 
year for many years to come So that 
Europe may be relieved of the ne- 
cessity of paying what she owes.

COVE HOTEL, PANAMA CITY, Fla., June 10.—There is 
a large fleet of fishing vessels here which is continually sailing 


up and down the bay with their sails catching whatever breeze 


there is. 

And there is always one or two setting out for the snapper 
banks down off the Mexican coast. There are many races rep- 
resented in the crews, but it was Pierre McIntosh, skipper of one

McFadden Launches Scorch- 
ing Attack on President 
From House Floor.

WASHINGTON, Juve 10.—(UP) 
Already sheared of his patronage privi- 
lege for one scorching attack upon the 
president, Representative Louis  T.
